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DETAILED ACTION 

I. Rejection of claims 12-14,17-19 under 35 USC 103(a) as being obvious over 
Howell will not be maintained in light of amendment filed 12/5/06. Claims 12- 
14,17-19 have been cancelled. 

II. Rejection of claims 12,13,15,17,18,20 under 35 USC 103(a) as being obvious 
over Schmutz (USPN '573) will not be maintained in light of amendment filed 
12/5/06. Claims 12,13,15,17,18,20 have been cancelled. 

III. Rejection of claims 16 and 21 under 35 USC 103(a) as being obvious over 
Schmutz (USPN '139) will not be maintained in light of amendment filed 12/5/06. 
Claims 12,13,15,17,18,20 have been cancelled. 

IV. New Rejections 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 10 and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Besanty et al (Synthesis of nitrated benzo- and dibenzothiazepines as possible 
antiparasitic agents, European Journal of Medicinal Chemistry, 1998, 23(4), 403-5). 
Besanty teaches the instant compound of formula (I) where X = S; m, n = 0; R3 and R4 
together form a 1,4-diazine ring. Besanty's abstract teaches that the compound is used 
as an antiparasitic agent which suggests the instant method. 
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Claims 10 and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Oyama et al (Studies on the Systemic analysis of poisonous compounds in 
forensic chemistry, Eisei Kagaku, 1987, 33(5), 342-8). Oyama teaches the instant 
compound of formula (I) where X = N; m, n = 0; R3 and R4 together form a 1,4-diazine 
ring. Oyama's abstract teaches that the compound is used as a pesticidal agent which 
suggests the instant method.
